History of Japanese Photography on view through July 20. Just as in the Exhibition, this class spans the 
whole history of photography, from early examples of ambrotypes and wet collodion, to very current 
pieces such as the vibrant pieces by Yanagi Miwa. In part, Japanese photography will be brought into 
focus through comparisons with its Westerns counterparts. This course also offers an understanding of the 
particularly Japanese aspects of Japanese photography as well.

Seema Rao, Coordinator, Special Education Programs will discuss the Tibetan Buddhism’s rich artistic 
tradition. The lovely complex pieces that come from this tradition is often rift with inconographic 
meanings. This course will offer an introduction to the Tibetan artistic tradition, attempting to decode 
iconagrphic meaning, while paying careful attention to international influences. 


In the fall, Art Encounters: Programs for Museum Visitors will include more exciting courses, such as 
a three-week course on Tibetan art, a ten-week course in the History of Art and a course on contemporary art.
